according to information received today. 
Mrs. Meckley, it was also learned today, is a sister of Mrs. 
lh irsey Robert, of Gettysburg, and visited here some time ago. 
It was learned that Mrs. Meckley left her husband several years 
ago and came to Gettysburg to reside with her sister. 
A re­ 
conciliation was affected at that time and Mrs. Meckley returned 
to her husband in York. 
In the tar and feather episode of Spangler, his car was dam­ 
aged to a considerable extent, because of his alleged attentions 
to the Meckley woman. 
The case evolves from the eternal triangle, with Spangler 
as the third party.
